CROP REPORTS. 


Acreage of Various Cereals as Com- 
pared with Last Year. 
dissociated Press Lecsed-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The govern- 
ment crop reports from correspondents of 
the Agricultural Department makes the 
acreages of winter, wheat present grow- 
ing, after allowing for whandonments, 91.6 
per cent. of the area harvested in 1894. 
The percentages of winter-wheat acreage 
upon the basis indicated, in the ‘principal 
States: are as followa: Ofiio, 95; Michigan, 
90; Indiana, 93; IIlinois, 93; Kansas, 8, 
and California, 103. The percentage of 
the spring-wheat area for the entire coun- 
try is 99.5 per cent., being but a slight 
reduction from last year's area. Per- 
centages of spring- wheat acreage of the 
principal States are: North Dakota, 100; 
Wisconsin, 107; Minnesota, 100: Nebraska. 
101; South Dakota, 100. 

The condition of winter wheat has fallen 
decidedly since last reports, being 71.1 per 
cent., against 82.9 on May 1. The condi- 
tion reported June 1, 1894, was 83.2 per 
cent. The percentages of the principal 
State are as follows: Ohio, 70; Michigan, 
77; Indiana, 56; Illinois, 51; Missouri, 70; 
Kansas, 37; ebraska California, 
The condition of spring wheat shows 
an average for the whole country of 
97.8 per cent., and for the principal spring- 
wheat States as follows: Minnesota, 109: 
Wisconsin, 97; Iowa, 101; Nebraska, 60; 
South Dakota, 98; North Dakota, 99; 
Washington, 96; Oregon, 99. The average 
percentage of all wheat ie 97.1, and the 
ecndition of the same 18 78.6 per cent. 

The report places the acreage of oats 
a: 103.2 of last year’s area. The condition 
is $4.3, against 87 last June. The acreage 
of rice is increased over last year, the 
condition being 89.2. Barley, average con- 
dition, 90.3 per cent., net 82.2 laat 
year. Rye, average condition, 85.7 per cent.

CHINA'S 
Mission Buildings Were 
Destroyed. 


The Missionaries Are Prob- 
ably Safe. 


Encouraging Dispatch Received 
dy the Methodist Mission- 
ary Society. 


Officials at Washington Have Little 
or No Information—Amer- 
ican Interprise for the 
Flowery Kingdom.

SHANGHAI, June 10.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) The report of the total deztruction 
of the missions of Cheng-Tu, Kiatting and 
Yoachopu has teen confirmed. The local 
officials refused protection to the mis- 
sionaries until the mob had completed the 
work of demolishing the buildings. The 
mission etations at other places have been 
threatened. About twenty adults, besides 
a number of children, have taken refuge 
at Cheng-Tu and Yemen. Viceroy Lin is 
blamed for the affair. 
ADVICES AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 10.—It i stated at 
the legation that Cheng-Tu is a large city 
in the interior of China. The people are 
far removed from the centers of foreign 
commerce, such as Canton and Shanghai. 
‘Recently, however, by the treaty of peace, 
this interior city was one of several 
places to de opened to foreigners and for- 
eiga commerce. This, it is explained, bas 
agitated the people, who have lived to them- 
selves from time immemorial. The 
missionaries are the only foreigners who 
have heretofore settled in Cheng-Tu. Their 
number is not known. It is said that the 
number of missionaries, including their 
families, in the entire province of See- 
Chun, of which Cheng-Tu is the capital, 
must de lees than one hundred, includ- 
ing all nationalities. The missionary head 
quarters is at Cheng-Tu, where, it is said, 
ten miesionaries, the 
rest being ecattered through the province. 
But thie estimate ic based only on the 
general information of Chinese officials, 
as there are fo exact details as to the ex- 
tent of the missionary service throughout 
China. The Tsung-li-Yamen seeks to se- 
cure from each foreign government a com- 
plete list of missionaries and their places 
of service, but this wae not given. It is 
learned that the Emperor of China and 
Tsung-li-Yamen have given every pos- 
@ protection to the missionaries, al- 
though it ‘has been found ——— to 
— against mob violegee, 
at remote interior 


culties and has advised that the missions 
etould be kept within safe .imits. But 
the zeal of the missionaries hee led them 
to push mward without fear of results to 
places where Chinese officials have had 
difficulty in affording full protection. Not- 
withstanding this. the authorities at Pe- 
king bave done cheir utmost. They have 
placed upon the viceroys of the provinces 
the responsibility of protecting the mis- 
sionaries, churches, etc., the viceroys un- 
dcratanding that they will be degraded if 
mobs are permitted to disturb the mis- 
sions. As a result the viceroys and their 
prefecte of police are active in restraining 
mob outbreaks. 

“he Official Gazette of China recent!y 

received here shows that a change has 
heen made in the viceroy at Cheng-Tu and 
that a new one has just assumed his du- 
ties. This, added to the agitation of open- 
ing the city to foreigners, may account 
for disturbances which have occurred here. 

It is stated that Wu-Chung, the place to 
which the French ship has been sent, is 
another large interior towm near the River 
Yang-tse-Kiang. The river affords inland 
navigation to large vessels up to Wu- 
Crang, but is unnavigable further up. it 
is probable, therefore, that the French 
ship goes to Wu-Chang, as it is the fur- 
thest western port reached by navigation, 
and is on the way to the remote point of 
Cherg-Tu. 

At tte French Legation no 1 
bad been received concerning the reported 
massacre. The French Ambassador, M. 
Pateuctre, who represented his govern- 
ment ct Peking some ten years ago aud 
who negotiated the treaty by which Tou- 
q1la became a French province, expressed 
his deubt of the correctness of the report 
that the Chinese were intercepting dis- 
patches bearing upon the alleged massa 
cre. When he was in Ch'nma zen years 
ago he said dispatches wers never inter- 
cepted and he had always had free com- 
munication both with his goverame it and 
with the admiral of the French fleet. He 
gays it is possible for a Freneh gunboat 
to go up the Yang-tse-Kiang River, which 
is navigable as far as Hanchow.

NEW YORK, June 10.—a speciel frern 
Washington to the Herald says that China 
has become a land of promise to many 
Americans. Believing that Japam’s work 
has cleared the way for the advance of 
civilization into the “celestial kingdom,” 
numders cf citizens of the United States 
propose going to Chima to obtain the first 
benefits which ll undoubtedly follow 
the opening of Chinese ports to the world. 

Both the State and Navy Departments 
have received applications from Americans 
who ammounce their intention to emlgraite 
to darkest Asia. The applications request 
that their authors be furnished with cer- 
tifieates of American citizenship ani in- 
troductory letters to citizens of China. 
So far as the authorities are able they 
grant the applications. 

A number of electric experts tbrough- 
out the country bave informed the State 
Department of their intention to go to 
China and give the deadly trolley a chaince 
to get im its work among the Celestials. 
It is also thought that railroad enter- 
prises will soom be set on foot in China. 
The only railroad line China re has is 
one about eighty miles in length.

take immediate steps to connect her ports 
with Peking, for she has realized dur ng 
the late war that her inability to trans- 
pert troops quickly was one of the lead-

ITALIAN REFORMS. 


The Subject of King Humbert’s Ad- 
dress to Parliament. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. ' 

ROME, June 10.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The new Italian Parliament was opened 
today with great ceremony by King Hum- 
bert. The house was decorated for the 
eccasion, and large crowds of people gath- 
ered to watch the arrival of the Senators 
and Deputies. King Humbert and Queen 
Margherita were enthusiastically cheered 
as they drove through the streets, which 
were lined with troops. His Majesty took 
his seat upon the throne with the custom- 
ary ceremonies, and in his speech said: 

“The Italian people have so clearly mani- 
fested their opinion at the polls that no 
doubt remains regarding the questions 
which require the promptest discussion by 
the assembly. The people recognize that 
the finances of Italy occupy the foremost 
Place in this connection, and the most 
strict retrenchment of the expenditures is 
necessary in order to raise Italy's credit 
abroad. Parliament will then be asked to 
devote itself to the important questions of 
communal finances and administration, and 
to judicial reforms.” 

His Majesty also said that he trusted 
that this Parliament's legislation would do 
much to draw together the various classes 
of the population. Continuing, King Hum- 
bert dwelt at length upon the friendship 
existing between Italy and Great Britain. 
and upon their co-operation in Africa, ad- 
ding that the policy of Italy in Africa 
henceforth would be one of consolidation of 
her positions and not of adventure. 

His Majesty concluded with remarking 
, that he relied upon the efforts of the 
members of Parliament to maintain the 
edifice of national unity erected by his 
father, Victor Emanuel. The King's speech 
Was greatly applauded on all sides, and 
there were repeated cheers for His Maj- 
esty. Only the Socialists were absent from 
the opening of Parliament. 


REBELLIOUS YAQUIS. 


A Mexican Colonel and Five Soldiers 
Killed.

DENVER, June 10.—A Republican spe- 
cial from Phoenix, Ariz., says that advices 
from Hermosillo, Sonora, Mex., state that 
Friday afternoon Col. Hermosa with fifty 
regulars of the Mexican army came upon a 
large body of rebel Yaqui Indians in Chi- 
huquete Canyon, Upper Sonora, and routed 
ahem with heavy loss. Darkness termi- 
mated the fight. On the Mexican side a 
colonel and five soldiers were wounded and 
one corporal killed. A large amount of 
booty was recovered from the Indians. The 
Yequi rebellion is the most serious ever 
known, and the Mexican forces are making 
little progress against it.

AN UNDERGROUND TRIP. 


Two Negro Fishermen Have a Re- 
markable Experience.

TALLAHASSER (Fia.,) June 10.— Word 
comes from the lower end of the county of 
the marvelous rescue of negro fishermen 
from a terrible death. In that section there 
is a creck that disappears in the ground, 
flows under a high ‘mound, and at a die- 
tance of over half a mile reappears with 
added force and volume. ls f@ a great 
fishing place, and scores of negroes are 
found fishing at the upper end of che tun- 
nel. 

Last week while a party of twelve were 
there. two of them, Nathan Brooks and 
Joseph Gillen. fell into the water and were 
almost instantly whirled into the under- 
ground creek by the swift current. Their 
horrified companions tried to reecue them, 
but in vain, and they were swept away, 
uttering loud screams of horror and ter- 
ror. The party hastily rushed to the lower 
end of the land where the creek reappears. 
Shortly, both men shot through, feebly 
struggling in the swift current, and show- 
ing signs of life. Several men plunged in 
and brought them to shore, and they were 
worked over for half an hour before they 
were out of danger. This is the firet time 
that such an escape has been made, and 
many lives have been lost in the place.

It is ru- 
mored that fourteen Americans accompan- 
ded the expedition, also an expert telegraph 
operator, civil engineer and a powder- 
maker. The vessel that carried the expe- 
dition, though not a warship, was pre- 
pared to show fight in case it was 
by any Spanish gunboat. It was undoubt- 
edly the best-equipped expedition that has 
jeft the States in the cause of Cubam Nb- 
erty. ‘ 
THE AMERICAN CORRESPONDENT.

BATH (N. Y.,) June 10.—Davis Rothe- 
child, a leading business man of Bath, has 
received a letter from his brother, Morris 
Rothschild, who went to Germany last 
month, stating that an attempt was made 
to force him into the German army. He 
reached his father’s house in the latter 
part of May. After being there a week he 
was arrested, kept in prison for forty-eight 
hours, despite protests that he was a citi- 
zen of the United States and offered pass- 
ports and naturalization papers In prceof. 
At the end of two days he was brought: be- 
fore the military court, examined and 
found eligible for service in the 3crman 
arm. His papers were taken from bim 
anc™ie was sentenced to six weeks in 
prison, at the end of which time he might 
begin his three years’ term fn the army.

M. Hanotaux defended the presence of 
the French squadron at Kiel by saying the 
French sailors would represent not a 
dewntrodden France, but a nation conficent 
ia der strength and rich enough in g'ury 
te dread comparison with no other power. 
Referring to the question of Frances pci- 
fey in the far east, M. Hanotaux made an 
important statement, declaring that even 
bad French interests been less affected 
than they were, the government would 
dave considered it to be its imperative 
@uty to intervene immediately afcer Rus- 

interests were threatened. Nobody 
could be blind, he continued, to the dan- 
gers of a reversal of French policy in re- 
fusing to support Russia at this juncture. 
He believed himself to be the faithful m- 
terpreter of the feelings of the coun:ry 
when he telegraphed to St. Petersburg that 
France places her alliance in the first 
rank of her considerations aud the govern- 
ment of the republic was then disposed to 
support, with all pomaible efficacy, the 
views of the imperial government concern- 
ing the conditions of peace between China 
and Japan. 

Continuing his remarks 
ject of the presence of the F 
ron, M. Hanotaux said the interests of 
France, too, justified the attitude adopted, 
and he pointed out the situation in Egypt 
at the present time as a result of the mis- 
taken policy of abstention which the French 
Parliament had forced upon Gambetta, 
who foresaw the result of the evils of the 
policy of restraining the government from 
activity, so far as the Suez Canal was con- 
cerned. The recent policy of activity and 
expansion adopted by France had lifted her 
again to her proper place gmong the na- 
tions of the world, and brought about 
an alliance with Russia—an alliance which 
had given France the point d@’appui she 
longed for. M. Hanotaux concluded by 
asking for the unequivocal support of all 
the members of the Chamber, for, he said, 
the policy of vacillation would only weaken 
French prestige abroad.

TO THE AGRARIANS. 


‘Bismarck Advises Them to Elect 
Ambitious Persons. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

LONDON, June 11.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A dispatch to the Times from Berlin gives 
a detailed account of tha address of 
Prince Bismarck to the Agrarians on Sun- 
day, mention of which was made in these 
dispatches Sunday night. Prince Bis- 
marck said that he was ignorant of the 
plans of the present Legislature. He 

no influence and no authority 
over it. He intimated to his hearers that 
it would be very difficult for a man who 
had retired from public life to regain an 
influence of this character when once he 
had abandoned his position as a leader. 
He strongly denounced the manner in 
which the commercial treaties had been 
rushed through Parliament, and the 
money that might have been derived from 
the publie revenues thus carelessly thrown 
away was earnestly required for strength- 
ening the German army. 

He urged the Agrarians to take more 
trouble at election time to return genuine 
representative men with interests allied to 
the voters, not mem whose initereste lie 
chiefly in Berlin among people without an 
acre and without a blade of corn to their 
names. He advised the Agrarians not to 
give their votes to any one desirous of 
becoming a public minister, not to vote for 
any one whose wife wished to shine in 
Berlin society From people of this char- 
acter come the burrs which stick fast to 
ministerial posts. It is useless to oxpert 
them to champion agricultural interests 

“Let us not therefore elect ambitious 
persons,“ he said in .conclusion to the 
Agrarians, but rather those of our own 
flesh and blood. Husbandry was the first 
born, but it ts the most favored trade, be- 
cause farmers canmot live in the towns 
and consequently they have not ch in- 
fluence in making the laws. s must 


n the sub- 


stand shoulder to shoulder against the 


drones who govern us and who produce 
nothing but laws.’’ 4 

Prince Bismarck then called upon his 
hearers to give three cheers for the Em- 
peror, the first landed proprietor, not only 
because he was their first Prince and 
ruler, but because he wae flesh of our 
flesh blood of our blood.“ For this 
reason he must feel how the multitude of 
his most loyal and perhaps his most bur- 
dened subjects suffer for his sake. 

„I could wish for the revival of the old 
and noble custom of the reigning Prince 
receiving no salary, but :iving cn his an- 
cestral lands, thereby remaining in touch 
with the husbandmen and with the people 
of the country,“ said Prince Bismarck. 
“Well, that is a pious wish, but it will 
not be realized, otherwise we would apply 
a similar process to the ministers also.“ 

These are the most interesting passages 
in a significant speech, whose chief feature 
was the veiled attack on the government 
and the Emperor. The reference to burr 
ministers was evidently directed at Dr. 
Carl von Boetticher, Minister of the In- 
terior, and Count von Caprivi, the former 
Chancellor.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—The steamer 
Australia arrived today from Honclulu, 
ne the following advices; dated 
June 3: 


Audley Coote, an Australian, who is in- 
terested in different cables, arrived on 
June 1 to confer with the Hawaiian goveri- 
ment regarding the proposed Pacific cable. 
He has made a proposition, which will be 
considered by President Dole and Cabinet. 
He represents a French company that ‘s 
willing to build from Sydney to San Fran- 
cisco, taking in Auckland, Samoa and 
Honolulu. He wants the Hawaiian govern- 
ment to pay an annual subsidy and in re- 
turn no charge will be made tor  fficial 
messages. He will make a similar propo- 
sition to the United States. Coote feels 
confident that both governments will assist 
his company. He declares that the cable 
will be laid within eighteen months. Coote 
will be in Washington on October 7. 
W. N. Armstrong has gone to Japan. It 
is believed that he has been sent to Japan 
by the Dole govermment to make a new 
treaty in place of the present one, which 
allows Japan to come in unhindered. 
William R. Castle, the new Minister to 
Washington, will leave this country, ac- 
companied by bis family, early in August, 
and he expects to reach Washington about 
the ist of September. Castle is of Ameri- 
can parentage, his father, the late 8. N. 
Castle, being one of the early American 
settlers in Hawali. He is one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of the islands, and has always 
taken a prominent part in all movements 
for the moral, political and commercial ad- 
vancement of the country. During the 
troubles of 1893 Castle was a member of the 
Committee on Safety and later went to 
Washington as one of the ' Annexation 
Committee, which presented the treaty of 
annexation to President Harrison. He has 
held many important goverment positions 
and is at present president of the Board of 
Education. d .

PNEUMATIC GUNS. 


The New Battery at Fort Winfield 
Scott. 
«ssocitated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—By next fall, 
if all goes well, the new Dat:ery of paeu- 
matic guns located at Fort Winfield Scott 
on the Presidio Reservation, intended for 
the protection of San Francisco, will be 
turned over to the War Department. The 
battery is even now practically complete. 
but owing to the difficulty of securing an 
adequate water supply, upon the applics- 
tion of contractors, the War Department 
granted an extension of time for ‘he de- 
Mvery from April to November 27 next. 
To operate the plant a powerful steam- 
pumping equipment,is necessary to com- 
press the air which throws the vrojectiles 
laden with half a ton of dynamite, and of 
courses the steam plant requires a water 
supply for the boilers. When g>)d prog- 
ress had been made in putting up th bat- 
tery and machinery the contractors found 
to their dismay that pot a drop of fresh 
water was to be found on the ste. To ob- 
tain water they were obliged o run pipes 
half a mile to tap the conduit leading to 
the Presidio and then to install pumps 
to force the water up to the bluff. They 
have contended that the governmoat should 
defray the expense of this work as the 
water is intended for the suppiy cf the 
fort, but as the contract was so worded as 
to require them to furnish every apourte- 
nance necessary to the operatfon wf the 
battery, the success of their application is 
doubtful. 

This battery is composed of three fiftzen- 
inch guns, one more than the battery in- 
stalled at Sandy Hook for the defense of 
Now York Harbor. It will de placed so as 
to give it full sweep of the channel !cad- 
ing up to San Francisco. At present there

are two of these batteries in use and wolle 
it hs contemplated to install one in Boston 
Harbor, this project may have to be 
abandoned. The difficulty lies not in the 
lack of money, but in a serious objection 
that has been made by engineer officers. 
that the dynamite guns would in such 
places as Boston Harbor endenger the 
wholé of the costly and eiaborat2 system 
of submarine defenses planned for the 
protection cf the harbor. 

Wherever the depth of the water is not 
too great at the entrance to a large har- 
bor, the engineers have placed or intend 
to place in case of war submarne mines 
and anchorei torpedoes lying beneath the 
surface cf the water. The accepted plan 
of cperations against such obstacles to the 
entranos of a fleet is to send ahead email 
torpedo- boats which, by firing orpadoes or 
heavy charges cf powder in the channels. 
succeed in exploding the hidten mines 
by the shock and thus clearing the way 
for the larger ships. This plan was used 
wita success by the Japanese at Port Ar- 
thur and Wei-Hai-Wei, so that the engi- 
neer officers feel that it is necessary to 
protect their mines in turn by placing them 
—— ~ * of fire of their shore bat- 
eries, which would be relied upon to 
off the torpedo-boats. 2 

But in the case of the dynamite batteries 
it has been urged that the effect of a miss 
in a shot would be to explode all the 
mines in the vicinity of the place where 
the projectiles strike. This would open 
the very channels that the guns are de- 
signed to aid in keeping closed against a 
hostile fleet. Fortunately the objection 
does po: Iie against such harbors as that 
ab San Francisco, where the water is 80 
deep that submarine mines cannot be ef- 
fectively used, but it undouttedly does 
apply to many of our other harbors 


HIS PETITION DENIED. 
The Case of the Peralta-Reavis Grant 
Must Go On 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER (Colo.,) June 10.—A special to 
the Republican from Santa Fe, N. M., says 
that James Addison Peralta-Reayia, one 
of the claimants of the alleged Peralta land 
grant in Arizona, now pending before the 
United States Court of Private Land Claims 
im this city, appeared in court today and 
asked for a continuance of the hearing on 
the ground that he was without counsel 
and also needed more time for preparing. 

The petition was denied, the court re- 
minding the petiticner that his case had 
been on the docket since February 1, 1893, 
and had been set for trial since last Feb- 
ruary, which was regarded as ample time 
for preparation. The claimant then filed a 
motion to dismiss the case. This motion 
was also denied, the court stating that im- 
portant matters of this nature voluntarily 
brought before the land court, where ti- 
tles to large tracts of land were involved, 
would not be dismissed at the pleasure 
of the claimants, but must be adjudicated. 
Therefore the hearing of the case was set 
for 10 o’clock tomorrow morning.

LEESBURG (Va.,) June 10.—President 
Cleveland had good sport at trout-fishing 
today in the preserves owned dy Henry 
Harrison. about two miles from this place.

GOLD VERSUS “COIN.” The practical 
difference between the value of bonds that 
are payable in gold as compared with 
those which are made payable in “coin” 
was recently demonstrated at St. Louts. 
That city had just sold $975,000 of its 
bonds at a premium ef 31.50 per bond, 
equivalent to 107 for a 4 per cent. bond. 
These bonds are made payatie in gold. 
The United States bonds sold to the syn- 
dicate brought only 4% per cent. The 
low price of the government bonds is. 
caused by their being made payable in 
ea@in, while the St. Louis bonds are 
made payable in gold. 


COMMERCIAL. 

WHEAT FROM ARGENTINE. Not- 
withstanding the very iow prices that 
have. prevailed for wheat, the exports of 
wheat and flour from the Argentine Re- 
public have increased at an astonishing 
rate during the past six years. The fol- 
lowing figures showing exports of wheat 
and flour from the Argentine Republic 
from 1889 to 1894 tell their own story:

It is estimated by the Buenos Ayres 
Standard that the country produces three 
times as much as is needed for home con- 
sumption. The chief importers of Argen- 
tine wheat are the United Kingdom, Bra- 
zl, which is a very big customer, and 
Belgium. In regard to wheat prospects 
in 1895, would be rash to venture on 
any calculation at the present moment; 
but it is generally admitted that the crop 
will be smaller than that of 1894, but this 
is mere guess-work. Up to the present 
time wheat shipments have been more 
active than in 1894. 

With Argentine and India producing 
such large quantities of wheat, it is cer- 
tainly high time for the American farmer 
to look around for some other profitable 
crop as a substitute for the surplus wheat 
‘of —— country that cannot be consumed 
at home. 


SEEDLING ORANGES. It is now very 
late in the orange season, but it is esti- 
mated that there are still almost a thou- 
sand carloads of this fruit to be moved. 
It is reported that the railroads will 
shortiy make a reduction in the freight 
on seedling oranges from $1.25 to $1. This 
would be a wise thing for the railroads 
to do, as at the present low prices that 
are offered for seedling oranges it is 
merely a question of the growers reducing 
the expenses or of letting the oranges rot 
on the trees. If the railroad companies 
would only show a little more disposition 
to meet the producers half way or, putting 
it another way, if they would only realize 
that the interests of the growers are 
identical with their own, we should hear 
less talk on part of the farmers against 
railroad monopoly and extortion. The 
trouble is that it is impossible for the 
roads to pay their interest under ordinary 
conditions. Yet they #hould remember 
that by charging all the traffic will dear 
they are effectually killing the goose that 
lays the golden eggs. : 


FRUIT IN CHICAGO.—C. B. Hewitt of 
Pasadena writes as follows to The Times 
from Chicago under date of June 3, in re- 
gard to the fruit outlook there: 

“I again Write you the fruit outlook 
from a Chicago standpoint. The prospects 
as reported here from Michigan, Ohio and 
northern and western New York are that 
small berries and grapes have been largely 
cut off by frosts, but there will be a fair 
peach crop in Michigan and a good apple 
crop in the apple-growing portions of 
these States. However, it is too early yet 
to be certain of them. The fruit-dealers 
are very reluctant about buying California 
fruits or any other, only for immediate 
use, and this hand-to-mouth policy is bound 
to continue as long as business keeps in 
the shape it is now. While many lines of 
manufacturing are improving and the 


wheat gamblers are running the price ot 


wheat up beyond reason, still there is a 
sort of panicky feeling or holding back 
with the wholesalers. It is early yet to 
determine the outlook for California 
fruits for this season, but the prospects 
are not over-encouraging, and we must not 
get our ideas too high only to be disap- 
pointed as last season. are large 
stocks of both canned and dried fruits left 


over in the East yet, mostly held by the 
shippers."’ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
CO-OPERATION. OR SUBSIDIES.—A 
Fullerton paper states that some Los An- 
geles people who are thinking of estab- 
lishing a cannery at that place ask for a 
$6000 bonus, or $3000 a year for two years. 
The fruit-growers of Fullerton Say that 
this amount cannot be raised, but they are 
willing to give a bonus of $3500 to any one 
who -will put in a plant with a capacity 
of 500 tons per season. The Fullerton pa- 
per suggests that if arrangements ‘cannot 
be made with outsiders the people of thar 
section should organize a co-operative com- 
pany and establish the cannery them- 
selves. This is a wise suggestion. 

The Times bas previously expressed a 
doubt as to the advisability of offering 
such large swbsidies to manufacturing en- 
terprises. It- certainly does not appear 
reasonable to pay an enterprise of this 
kind, which is not so very expensive an 
undertaking, as much as $6000, with no 
guarantee that it will run longer than ‘a 
couple of years. It is much better in such 
cases for the pegple in a section to club 
together and establish their own manufac- 
turing enterprises, provided that they can 
obtain a skilled man to take charge of the 
practical details. The amount paid out in 
subsidy would go quite a distance toward 
establishing such an enterprise on a small 
scale, and it could gradually be enlarged 
as the business warrants tt. It is also 
possible to greatly reduce the cash outlay 
in such enterprises by letting the stock- 
holders contribute a portion of their in- 
vestment in fruit or such other product as 
is to be worked up. The co-operative 
principle of working such enterprises is 
the right one, provided always that the 
stockholders are willing to devote a little 
of their time to the affairs of the com- 
pany.

“The greatest and first producer is the 
Kingdom of Great Britain, which is to be 
credited with an output of 180,000,000 tons 
annually, emp.oying 640,000 persons. and

tput of 148,000,000 tons for the year 

. valued at an average of 96 cents per 
ton at the mines for bituminous, and $1.60 
for atthracite coal. The low prices at 
which coal was sold during the year 1894 
would warrant the opinion that these x- 
ures may be discotinted from 10 to 15 per 
cent. for that year.

The coneumption of coal per capita is 
an interesting study. We find it is lowest 
in Austria, say one-sixth of a ton per an- 
num, and highest in Great Britain, where 
it ia set down at three and three-tenths 
tons per capita per annum, the United 
States being put down at two and one- 
fourth tons per capita per annum. 

That the manufacturing element, 80 
largely a feature in these two countries, 
are the greatest coal consumers is most 
evident, Dut the fact remains that those 
countries most advanced in civilization 
are the greatest coal producers and con- 
sumers.

Fruit Conditions.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—The review of the 
fruit conditions of the country for the calen- 
dar year 1 by the mologist of the Agri- 
cultural Department is printed for the first 
time in the year-book, now almost 1 
It characteries the season as a peculiariy dis- 
astrous and unprofitable one in most lines of 
fruit culture. In the South the result was 
largely due to the unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions that have prevailed during the late 
winter and early spring months. Fair fruit 
crops were harvested. however, in the New 
England, Middle Atlantic and Lake States, and 
in portions of Missouri. Kansas and Ne- 
braska. West of the Rocky Mountains there 
was an abundant yield, but losses due to the 
paralysis of freight traffic during the raitroad 
strikes in June and July, together with the 
law prices caused by the prevailing industrial 
depression, ends in very low net returns to 
the growers and shippers of that region. The 
year was characterized by exceptional ex- 


tremes of heat and oold, drought and moisture’ 
in different sections.

Deadly Insecticide. 


(American Agriculturist:) Moles dislike 


castor beans, es do gophers, and they 
have both given my garden a wide Berth 
eince castor beane were planted, although 
they had previously destroyed many val 
uable bulbs and plants. In 1393 mole 
were unusually troublesome. A few heane 
were tucked in my bulb bed, a favorite 
baum for moles, others in the rose border, 
some near the violet bed and wherever 
the pests were most troub A tew 
moles had run here and „ and I at 
once dropped a bean in the path. Last 
year I planted only a few deans to keep 
them at bay, and not a mole has been 
seen. My moss roses were being laid if 
a state of devastation by the red epider 


but since the castor vines have over 


shadowed the bushes this tiny pest hag > 


also cOsented itself, therefore I believe 
it detesita the castor bean ae all the animal 
world seems to do. A noted horticulturist 
writes: 

“There is hardly an instance in natural 
history of a plant so universally detesied 
by the animal kingdom as the castor-of 
plant. No sort of bird, beast or creeping 
thing will touch it. It seems to be a rank 
potson to all the animal world. Bren @ 
goat will starve before biting a leaf, and 
a horse will sniff at it and turn up Bis 
upper lip, as though it had the most de 
testable odor on the face of the earth.” 

“Army worms and the locusts will pass 
it by, though they may eat every other 
green thing in sight. Even the tobsaceo 
worm will refuse tobe fed on its leaves. 
As an exterminator of moles and gophers, 
I never saw their equal. I never had 
healthier or better-looking plants with soe 
little trouble as since I discovered the vir- 
tues of the castor bean. 

Castor beans form beautiful and stately 
plants. They thrive in sunshine or shade, 
and in any kind ‘of soil, but like ail plants 
respond quiekly to good treatment. 

Some varieties attain a height of fifteen 
feet; others grow three and four feet tall. 
They are very decorative and rapid-grow- 
ing plants, with their large palmate leaves, 
beautifully veined, colored and gorgeous- 
hued seed pods. They are extra fine for 
sub-tropical effects and will transform any 
dun corner into a bower of beauty. 

Four varieties are especially handsome, 
and when grouped together are very ef- 
fective. Ricinus sanguineus has fresh 
green foliage, veined with dark red stalks 
and stems, and very brilliant red ee 
pods. R. cambogiensis has dark bronze 
like leaves and seed pods, the steams al- 
most black, R. macrocarpus has almost 
white leaves with dark stalks and sods. 
R. Gidson is of dwarf habit, has very dark 
purplish red stalks and leaves. These 
plants are worthy of a place in any 
garden, not only for beauty, but for their 
great beneficial qualities. 


Where Giants Come From. 

(Scribner's Magazine) Nearly every 
race has contributed to giantism, but the 
English have furnished far the larger pro- 
portion, partly, perhaps, because fhe 
English have always been fond of seeing 
giants and paying for the privilege, thereby 
drawing the merit of physical bigness, 
which has always been modest, out of its 
undeserved obscurity.

There have been French and Italian, ae 
gro and Arab giants, but the number is 
few, end it is evident that the tempernte 
ones and the large races suppiy the most 
cases of giantism. It is a curious fact that 
since biblical days there have deen 
giants among the Jews.

The esteemed editor is perfectly 
right in asserting that not a life would 
have been lost from destructive wind- 
storms, cyclones, tornadoes, etc., in all 
Iowa's history, had all the people of that 
fair State been underground, securely 
locked in caves, while the said storms 
were carrying off everything movable 
above ground. Tihere’s no contradicting 
this self-evident proposition.’ It is fofiy,” 
says the editor, to suffer under the fear 
of windstorms’ in Iowa. No other State 
or country is s healthy, or so free from 
destructive calamities." There is, of 
course, a certain degree of salubrity de- 
rived from a constant motion of the air, 
and in this respect Iowa leads the pro- 
cession.

Millers of Minneapolis Will 
Have to Come to Terms, 


Or Président Hill Will Quickly 
Establish Great Flouring Mills 
at Duluth, Minn.

The statement made a short time ago 
that President Hill of the Great Northern 
Railway intends exercising pressure on 
the Minneapolis millers unless the latter 
give the Great Northern a fair proportion 
of their business, is corroborated. A’ 
dispatch received by The Times last night 
from Duluth, Minn., on this subject states 
as follows: 

Samuel Hill, the right-hand man of 
James J. Hill of the Great Northern road, 
last evening confirmed in every particu- 
lar the story sent from Duluth a few 
weeks ago, but denied in the Minneapolis 
papers that he had held a conference 
with the Minneapolis millers, and had 
told them that unless they gave the Great 
Northern a darge proportion of their flour 
trade he would embark in the milling 
business at Duluth, or would have his 
friends do so, and practically kill Minne- 
apolis as a milling center. ‘The story 
has never been denied by J. J. Hill or by 
myself,” said Mr. Hill. ‘I did say pre- 
cisely what was credited to me and I 
meant ft. The millers of Minneapolis 
were told that the Great Northern road 
was not getting a fair deal, and unless 
there was a change we would prove to 
them that we could make Duluth a flour 
manufacturing center that would discount 
Minneapolis“.

“But I do not believe Mr, Bgan will ac- 
cept the.terms of the transfer,” he said, 
“embodying, as it does, the Utah South- 
ern, a property which haa not paid operat- 
ing expenses. Our people feel satisfied 
with the terms of the order, as made by 
Judge Merritt, and if it is accepted by the 
American Loan and Trust Company it must 
be done at great cost to the corporation. 
‘The American Loan and Trust. Company, 
through its attorneys, has fought the co- 
receivership idea from the beginning, and 
this, coupled with the interest feature of 
the order, which is along the lines out- 
Fned by the attorneys for the first-mort- 
gage interests, the receivers of the Pacific 
and Oregon Short Line will probably find 
too much of a load to carry.

It has been my 
idea, however, all the way through, that if 
two receivers were accredited to the prop- 
erty and the contentions of the attorneys 
for the first mortgage and other. interests 
followed, that the suceessor receiver could 
not consistently take t&e pfoperty. Mr. 
Egan, it is said, will operate the proper- 
ties in the eighth and ninth.circuite, but I 
can hardly believe this, as Ogden is the 
key to the situation and it would leave 
Mr. Egan the ends of the line to operate. 
while the great middle would be o 
by the present receivers, for I take it that 
Mr. Bancroft would refuse to take the road 
if his senior should object to the order.

HOW IT WORKS. 
Effect of the Wilson Bill 


at San 


SAN DIEGO, June 8.—(Special, Corre- 
spondence.) Congressman W. W. Bowers 
says, in an interview: “‘As to the local ef- 
fect of the Wilson ‘bill, I will just draw 
your attention to two Items. Prior to the 
passing of the present tariff bill all coal 
brought into this port paid a duty of 75 
cents per ton. This has been reduced to 
40 cents per ton, and as an actual fact 
consumers are now paying 50 cents per ton 
more for their coal than before the duty 
was reduced. In the way of custom du- 
ties at this port there has been a decrease 
from $8000 to $4000 per month: That is to 
say, the government loses $50,000 in the 
way of custom duties yearly at this port, 
and the consumers pay $50,000 more for 
their coal. This is a fair sample of Demo- 
cratic statesmanship. Another instance 
that I can cite is in the price of wool. 
The other day I was in the Stewart Com- 
pany’s warehouse, where I saw a clip of 
the finest Merino wool that had been sold 
for 4% cents per pound. This same clip 
of ‘wool has been sold in this city for years 
past, and in looking over the books of the 
Stewart Company, I was shown where, in 
1891, this same class of wool brought 17 
cents, and in 1892, the last sale before 
Cleveland was elected, it brought 13 cents 
a pound. In my opinion such facts as 
these knock the stuffing out of all free- 
trade arguments. Then again; look at the 
condition of the Cajon Valley. Three years 
ago I was out there, and the whole valley 
was alive with industry, and thousands of 
acres were planted to vineyards. Only 
yesterday I made a visit there again, and 
what a deplorable contrast preserted it- 
self-—unmistakable evidences that the vine- 
yards were struck in 92 with a Democratic 
blight and killed.“

Detective Lawson Killed by 
Detective Kennett. 


The Bloody Deed Was Done Next 


Door to the Oounty 
Jail. 


No Witnesses to the Tragedy—Some 
Sensational Statements—The 
Murderer Appears Cool 
and Ungonesrned. 


A. B. Lawson, Well-known private de- 
tective, was shot and killed yesterday 
afternoon by Fred B. Kennett, another de- 
tective and former business assoctate of 
the victim. 

The most startling tragedy that has oc- 
curred in this city in many months was 
enacted at about 4:15 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, within the very shadow of the 
walls of the County Jail, where the per- 
petrator of the tragic act now occupies a 
murderer's cell. 

The man who is red-handed after whet 


might be called the close of an honorable | 


and useful career, is Fred B. Kennett, at 
one time Chief of Police of St. Louis, Mo.,

and the holder of numerous other posi- 
tions of honor and trust. Through his 
veins courses ‘the best blood of the State of 
Missouri and when the report of his crime 
is published in the newspapers of that 
State, it will cause surprise and regret in 
hundreds of homes where the name Ken- 
nett has been revered and honored for 
several generations. 

The victim of F. B. Kennett’s vengeance 
is A. B. Lawson, the private detective, who 
je known from one end of the State of 
California to the other. Lawson lies dead 
at the undertaking rooms of Orr & Patter- 
son with three bullets in his body. 

The shooting occurred in Detective Law- 
son's private office within earshot of a 
ecore of people, but no one witnessed the 
tragedy. Only the slayer knows the exact 
circumstances under which it occurred. Ac- 
cording to his version of the affair there 
is Httle to tell. He committed the deed, 
he says, under the extremest provocation, 
and has not the least remorse or com- 
punction for the act. 

KPNNETT’S GRIEVANCE. 

It appears that Kennett had a grievance 
against Laweon on account of money mat- 
ters. Kennett had been employed by Law- 
son for some months, but left him about 
March 1 and became associated with Ina- 
ley’s Detective Agency. He claimed that 
Lawson did not settle with him in full 
for hie services, and it was apparently 
ill-feeling on this account that led to the 
shooting. 

Kennett's wife, to whom he seemed 
greatly devoted, died about ten days ago, 
and at the funeral last Monday there 
was an awkward pause on account of de- 
Jay in the arrival of the clergyman who 
was to officiate at the obsequies. After 
waking about two hours, a lay preacher 
volunteered to conduct the eervices, and 
the funeral proceeded. This seemed to 
accentuate Kennett’se grief, and when a 
story reached hie ears that the funeral 
was delayed on account of his being 
drunk, he became well-nigh frantic. He 
blamed Detective Laweon for having 
Started the rumor, and this no doubt 
spurred him on to seek revenge. Yet 
there seems to be no positive evidence 
that the murder was premeditated. 

Friends of Kennett say he ms to have 
deen slightly demented since the loes of 


his wife, and troubled with i nia. But 
when be visited the rooms ‘Lawson 
Detective Agency, in the Fulton Block, 


on New High street, yesterday, and the 
office of Walter Haas, Bsq., adjoining, he 
seemed quite rational. 

He sat and chatted quite jovially in Mr. 
Haas“ office for some time, then stepping 
into the office of the Lawson agency, ad- 
Joining. he said to Mr. Lawson, who was 
sitting dDebind a screened-off counter, with 
his sop Alfred and his brother-in-law, 
Dennis Kearney: 

“Mr. Lawson. can I see you a few mo- 
ments privately?” 

“Certainly,”’ said the detective. 

ENTERED THE PRIVATE OFFICES. 

Then both entered the private office of 
the latter. The door closed with a spring 
jock, amd they had been inside oniy a few 
moments when three shots were hoor. 

Kearney rushed to the door which he 
could mot open from the outside, but Ken- 
nett unlocked & from within, and said: 
sc | surrender myself. I do not wish to es- 


cape. 

By this time young Lausen, the detec- 
tive’s aineteen-year-old eon, saw his father 
lying prostrate on the floor, and evidently 
Grawing his last breath. The young mea, 
seeing his father’s slayer before dim, 
begged for a revolver of the little crowd 
that had already collected, with whica to 
kiN him. The frantic end grief-strickcna 
youth was, however, ed, and Mr. 
Kearney burried Kenmett to the County 
Jail, adjoining the premises wens the 
mou occurred, and delivered him to the 


Alfred Lawson hastened to the Sheriff's 
office and informed Under Sheriff Clement, 
who went to the spot to take charge of 
the body till che Coroner would arrive. 
Sheriff Burr, several police officers and a 
crowd of spectators were soon at the scene 
of the tragedy also. 


DBADLY SHOTS. 


As soon as the Coroner arrived, the 
remains of the dead detective were re- 
moved to Orr & Patterson's undertaking 
rooms, where an examination of the body 
showed that all of the three shots fired 
Dy Kennett had taken effect. One ball 
emered the left breast, cne inch above 
the nipple and four inchee from the me- 
dian line. This probably paseed through 
the heart and lodged in the back just 
underneath the skin. The other two shots 
entered the back, about three inches apart, 
passing through the body and lodging un- 
der the skin in front, one near the left 
nipple and the other in the side. One 
ef the wounds in the back is five and 
three-fourths inches to the left of the 
epine and two and one-half inches below 
the angle of che ecapula. The other is 
six and one-half inches to the left of the 
spine and seven and one-half inches from 

axila. 

Probably any one of the three shots 
mould have proved fatal. Which one was 
Gred Grat ie not known. The ekin of the 
face was considerably abrased in the re- 
gion of the right eye, probably from 
striking on the floor when he fell. Both 
hands and his coat, where the balls en- 
tered. were powder stained, indicating 
that the fring was done at close range. 
One theory is that the first shot made 
thé wound in front, the victim

I killed Lawson and 
would do it again, under similar circum- 
stances, for I consider him the biggest 
scoundrel I have ever had anything to do 
with. I killed him and have not the 
least compunction for the act.“ 

Kennett then went on to say that Law- 
son owed him money which he 
to pay. After repeated refusals, he went 
to him again yesterday, sought for a pri- 
vate interview and demanded a settie-

Kennett said: “That is a name I never 
allowed anybody to call me. I came here 
for my money, which I need to pay my 


xpenses. 
He continued: Lawson then made a rush 
at me, and I drew my revolver and let 
him have three shots. I killed him and I 
am ready to pay the penalty. I have never 
yet been afraid of death, and am not now.”

The doctor informell Insley that he con- 
stiered that Kennett’s mind was unbal- 
anced and warned him to send Kennett 
back home, if he wandered up town. He 
himeelf expressly forbade Kennett to leave 
the house, but yesterday he wandered 
away, despite the doctor's advice. 

GRIFF FOR HIS WIFE. 

In conversation with a Times reporter 
ast Friday, Deputy Constable Beecher 
said in speaking of Kennett: “I was up 
to Kenrett’s house last nicht trying to 
cheer him up. The poor devil lost his 
wife the early part of the week, and is 
suffering from nervous prostration. Do 
you know that he went to the cemetery 
the night after Dis wife was buried, and 
kept watch at her grave all night long.

Mr. went to the office of Law- 
von, who was absent, and Mr. Garrett went 
into the back office, where be met Ken- 
nett, Mr. Haas and Mr. Lawson's clerk. 
For a while they passed the time of day 
and joked together. Mr. Kennett being 
the liveliest of the party. 

Detective Lawson dropped in later emok- 
ing a cigar and called Mr. Garrett into his 
private office saying he desired to talk 
with him. After a few minutes’ conversa- 
tion in the back room Mr. Garrett bade 
adieu to the party and left. 

He came out on New High street. got 
into his buggy and drove away. He did 
not hear the shots which were timmedi- 
ately fired by Kennett. 

Mr. Garrett says that three days ago he 
had been told that threats of shooting had 
been made against Lawson by his partner, 
Kennett. He paid no attention 0 these 
threats because he supposed them to be 
merely vaporings of Kenmett’s, because 
he knew that the matter of the reward of 
the Johnson- Thomas case was being satis- 
factorily arranged. As he had been called 
upon to arrange the matter yesterday by 
Detective Lawson himself, and as all mat- 
ters had been satisfactory adjusted, he an- 
ti@ ated no trouble and that ev- 
erything would be fixed up by the courts 
to the satisfaction of both parties. 

The tragedy of yesterday was an occur- 
rence which not only took m by surprise, 
but all the friends of the victim. 


Detective Lawson’s History. 
WAS THE FIRST WHITE CHILD BORN 
IN OAKLAND. 

Alfred Bird Lawson was born in Oak- 
land, June 8, 1855, and was 40 years of age 
last Saturday. He enjoyed the distinction 
of being the first white child born in 
that city. He received his education in 
the public schools there, eventually learn- 
ing the printer's trade and working upon 
the Oakland Tribune in 1875 and 1876. He 
worked at the trade until elected con- 
etable, in which office he served one term. 
At the expiration of his term of office he 
entered the employ of Harry Morse De- 
tective Agency in San Francisco. In 1880 
he opened an agency of his own, having 
for a partner John Curtin, the famous 
Pinkerton detective. This agency lasted 
about five years, during which time they 
were very successful in capturing noto- 
rious criminals. In 1885 Lawson moved 
to Los Angeles and opened the agency 
which bears his name, and has been ac- 
tively in service ever since. 

The most famous of the cases in which 
Mr. Lawson achieved an enviable reputa- 
tion was the famous Ericksen murder 
case, which he worked upon in Trinity 
county in 1884, eventually landing the 
guilty party in prison, and afterwards 
the scaffold. He also successfully worked 
the Dr. Powers murder case in Hollistez; 
Ivet murder at Merced, Wootton disap- 
pearance in Fresno county, and last the 
confession he obtained from Alva John- 
gon, the Roscoe train-robber. 

Mr. Lawson was a very domestic man, 
spending all of his spare time at his home 
on College street. He leaves a widow 
and two grown sons, one 20 and the other 
18 years of age. His aged mother and 
one sistér reside in Oakland. He owns 
his home on College street, and a ranch 
near Sycamore Canyon. His life was also 
insured for $5000, the policy being pay- 
able to his widow. 


Kennett’s Career. 
WAS ONCE CHIEF OF POLICE OF ST. 
LOUIS. 


Ferd B. Kennett, the slayer of Detec- 
tive Lawson, is a member of one of the 
most prominent families of Missouri. His 
father was Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State before the war. The elder Ken- 
nett’s home, known far and wide as Ken- 
nett’s Castle, in Jefferson county, Mo., 
about thirty miles below St. Louis, on the 
Mississippi, was one of the most magnifi- 
cent private residences in the West. The 
house cost $120,000 and was surrounded by 
a beautiful park. Lieut-Gov. Kennett also 
owned 3780 acres of fertile land and the 
St. Louis shot tower, which brought him 
an income of about $180,000 a year. He 
died in 1861, leaving an estate valued at 
several million dollars. 

Ferd B. Kennett was but a boy when his 
father died. He entered the Confederate 
service at the age of 17 and served three 
years to the end of the war. He com- 
manded a company of the First Missouri 
regiment of Confederate infantry wen 
but 17 years old. He was second-lieuten- 
ant of Co. C, Fourth Regiment, whén mus- 
tered out. He was wounded five times in 
battle, once by a piece of shell on the 
head which came near ending his Ute. 

After the war he engaged in lead min- 
ing in Missouri. In 1872 he was elected 
to the Legislature and acted as chairman 
of what was known as the Southern delé- 
gation. After that he got mixed up in 
the Leadville excitement, and, going to 
that celebrated Colorado mining town, 
he lost the bulk of his fortune. He re- 
turned to St. Louis in I877, a poor man, 
and got @ position on the police force,

In eighteen months he 
man to Chief 
Of Police, which position he held three 
and one-half years, and parties from St. 
Louis no residing in Los Angeles say 
the big city on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi mever before nor since had a ter, 
or more efficient police inis- 
tration. Finally, on the advice of Bis 
friends and family physician he resigned 
and removed to California for the benefit 
of his wife's health. 

He arrived in California in 1882 and 
soon after went to work as superintend- 
ent of one of John W. Mackey’s mines, 
Becoming poisoned with quicksilver, he 
quit the mines and located in San Fran- 
cisco. For several years he was a 
weigher in the custom-house under Col- 
lector of Port Hagar. 

Kennett came to Los Angeles last fall, 
his wife ®roken down in health and he in 
fortune. On October 10 he went to work 
fot Detective Lawson, ass'sting him in 
the Roscoe robbery case and other impor- 
tant matters. On March 8 he severed his 
connection with the Lawson agenoy, ard 
the latte? part of the same month waz 
given employment by Detective Insiey. 

Since his wife's death, Kennett’s fam- 
Ur consists only of two daughters, rosid- 
ing in Colorado, and a stepdaughcer, 18 
years old, residing at No. 641 Alpine #ireet. 
He will be 48 years old if he is a!l-wed to 
live tin August 2, as he naively remarked

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
No "Conflict of the Flags.” 

LOS ANGELES, June 10, 1895.—(To the 
Bditor of The Times) My attention has 
just been called to the letter oft Fuerte,“ 
which 1 had overlooked in reading The 
Times of last Saturday. I do not wish to 
abuse the hospitality of the columns of 
The Times, yet I desire to explain a 
statement made in my former letter, and 
to which Fuerte“ objects. I said that 
in all Italian-American festivals or pa- 
rades which I had seen in nearly twenty 
years’ residence in this country, the right 
has, as a matter of courtesy, been given 
to the American flag. Perhaps I have not 
expressed my meaning correctly; at any 
rate, I have been misunderstdod. The 
courtesy did not consist in “using in pub- 
lic the flag of the nation;” it consisted in 
the position given it by carrying it to the 
right of the line of march, as is well and 
proper, and this courtesy was in direct 
opposition and contradiction to the lack 
of courtesy, or, rather lack of propriety, 
which would have been committed by 
some of the paraders in the festival of 
the 2d of June if they had, as had been 
alleged, purposely elevated the Italian 
flag above the American. 
In regard to the affection of a man 
for his adepted country and the laws 
concerning the adoption of children: An 
alien who applies for American citizen- 
ship by naturalization does so of Hit own 
free and independent will; the convenience 
of his parent country is not consulted; 
its assent is not asked for, as the assent 
of the natural parents in the case of the 
adoption of a child into another family. 
His affection for his adopted country is 
not inborn in him; it is acquired through 
his tastes, his reason and the destinies 
of his life. Just so with the affection 
that he has for his wife; yet who could 
say that he does fot Jove her, and 
her, and defend her? The Italian, Ger- 


It is 
not mother and mother; it is mother and 
wife. 

Many different elements have combined 
to form this great nation of seventy mill- 
ions of men, composed mainly of the va- 
rious branches of the old Aryan family 
in itt long and continued march 
the t to the West. All these various 
elements have become unified, and have 
lost much of their individuality in the 
fusion which has taken place, and which 
still continues, into one great united na- 
tionality, controlled by one government 
and represented by one flag. It is this 
fusion, this amalgamation; each element 
bringing to the commonwealth the con- 
tribution of its peculiar talents, of its in- 
clinations and abflities, which has made 
possible the powerful American nation of 
today, and caused its enormous rowth. 
But it is an incontfovertable, as well as 
a natural fact, that of these ele- 
ments retain memories which are par- 
ticular and dear to each one of them, 
while they probably would not have the 
same interest or meaning to the other 
members of the American family; nor is 
it undesirable that these memories should 
exist, for they do not interfere in any 
way with the allegiance due by all to the 
Union. If, then, it were to be called 
treasonable, as Fuerte“ suggests, for one 
of these different elements to display the 
symbol or emblem around which, in con- 
junction with that representing the 
Union, it gathers when celebrating or 
commemorating some event of special in- 
terest to that element, why not “go an- 
other step in that direction?“ Call n 
treasonable for Italian-American citizens 
to assemble and to celebrate the granting 
of the Italian Constitution, or the restor- 
ing of Rome to the Italian people, and for 
French-American citizens to gather and 
to commemorate the taking of the Bastile, 
and so on. Then follow this line to the 
end and strike at the vitals of American 
institutions; destroy the fundamental prin- 
cipal on which have tested the progress 
and the present greatness and strength 
of the American nation—liberty to all 
and license to none! 

There is no conflict of flags in such cir- 
cumstances as are referred to above; each 
flag occupies its proper place toward the 
ot ber. The meaning of the Italian. 
French or other flag in this case is not 
one of opposition of power to the Ameri- 
can flag; it ie one of compliment and 
friendliness; ite character is that of an 
invited guest; mot chat of a usurper of 
our home, as Fuerte“ would have us 
believe, and it should be welcomed and 
respected. The outcry which is made 
against it certain quarters is at best 
only a mistaken notion of patriotism. 

With the abusive, indiscriminate use 
the American flag. of which Fuerte“ 
complains, or of any other national flag. 
I have no sympathy. Laws might well be 
made to regulate the matter. But this is 
another story.

City Council. 


A SETTLEMENT OF THE BOND QUES- 
TION AT LAST. 

The City Council met in regular session 
yesterday with all the members present, 
and President Teed in the chair. The 
Council without delay p ed to adopt 
the recommendations made by the various 
regular committees, which had been re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole, with 
the exceptions noted below. ’ 

The report from the Board of Education 
was read, recommending the purchase of 
a number of new sc sites. President 
Teed took the floor and entered his protest 
egainst the portion of the board’s recom- 
mendation relating to the new school sites 
in his ward, the Fifth. The board in the 
report had asked the Council to readver- 
tise for bids, rejecting all of the old ten- 
ders in his ward. Mr. Teed moved that 
Mr. Boland’s bid, in which he offered for 
gale 211 feet of land on the corner of 
Twenty-first and Norwood etreets, be ac- 
cepted, as it was the lowest offer in the 
ward. This motion was opposed by Coun- 
cilman Munson, who deprecated any action 
at present contrary to the recommendation 
of the Board of Education. ‘ 

President Teed then amended his mo- 
tion so as to read that the board’s recom- 
mendation, so far as the Fifth Ward is 
concerned, be re-referred. President Teed 
indulged in a few remarks anent what be 
considered the cowardice of the Council 
in fearing to take independent action in 
the matter ot the school sites. This led to 
some warm words in reply, and a 
wordy war was imminent when a motion 
was made that the report be considered, 
section by section.

Afternoon Session. 
BUSINESS SUGGESTED BY THE CITY 
* ATroRNET'“S REPORT. 

President Teed called the Council to 
order at 2 o’clock, introducing Attorney 
Batcheller, who addressed the Council 
with reference to the ordinance of inten- 
tion to improve in An- 
geleno Heights. 

The firm that contracted for the work 
now wishes to be released from the con- 
tract, alleging that since the bid was 
made the price of material has matérially 
advanced. Other reasons involing legal 
technicalities were spoken of by Mr. 
Batcheller, but the Council failed to sym- 
pathize with the contractorg and passed 
the ordinance. 

The report of the Health Officer, who 
was appointed to investigate the sanitary 
condition of the building on Ninth and 
Bonnie Brae streets was read by the 
clerk. The house was declared to be in 
a very poor sanitary state. The report 
was ordered filed. 

The report of the City Attorney 
read and action taken upon it as fol- 
lows: 

“As directed by you I have prepared 
and herewith present the following ordi- 
nances: 

„An ordinance for the opening and wid- 
ening of Georgia Bell street.” ordi- 
nance was adopted. 

“An ordinance for the opening of San- 
tee street, between Seventh and Eighth 
streets. Referred to the Board of Pub- 
Works. 

“As directed by you I have prepared 
and herewith present lease between the 
city and J. W. Hendrick for storeroom in 
Boyle Heights to be used as a police sta- 
tion. This lease does not provide the 
length of time or term for which it is to 
run, for the reason that your instructions 
do not fix a term, and Mr. Hendrick did 
not know how long you desired the lease, 
but he has signed it as it is drawn. As 
drawn it is a lease from month to month, 
with the privilege of removing such fix- 
tures“ as the city may place therein.” 
The action was approved. 

“You have referred to me the ordinance 
providing for the closing of Saloons on 
Sunday and after midnight, which was 
recently vetoed by the Mayor. When 
this ordinance was last referred to me, it 
was returned with the request that you 
indicate for what purpose it was referred 
to this office, but you have again referred 
it without any instructions, But, as you 
desire me to make some report of it, 
in view of the objection made by the 
Mayor, tt may be well for me to say that 
upon the constitutional questions raised 
by the Mayor, I think he is in error. Sim- 
lar ordinances have been enforced in a 
majority of the States of the Union, and 
I have no doubt as to the constitutionality 
of this one, the Mayor’s veto to the (on- 
trary notwithstanding. Ase to the other 
points made by the Mayor against this 
ordinance, I think they should be de- 
termined by the Council, and for that pur- 
pose it might not be out of place for me 
to suggest that it would be well to refer 
this ordinance, together with the message 
of the Mayor, to some committee, with 
instructions to investigate the matter 
fully. As to whether or not you desire to 
compel the Police Commission to revoke 
the license of such persons as are con- 
vioted of violating the ordimance, is a 
question of policy, and not à legal propo- 
sition. The ordinance is legal and consti- 
tufional in this respect also I am in- 
clined to agree with the Mayor that or- 
dinance No. 861 fully covers: the subject 
of Sunday saloon-closing, and can be so 
enforced as to attain the object sought 
for, which is the prohibition of thé liquor 
traffic on Sunday.”’ 

The matter was laid on the tahle. 

“As directed by you at your meeting 
of May 20, I sent to Frick Bros. a de- 
mand for $716.95, to cover the cost of 
repairing that portion of the Hollenbeck 
Arroyo sewer, built by them, which de- 
mand wae in the following words: 

“As the attorney of the city of Los An-

These not consti- 
tuting a quorum, no business could be 
transacted beyond receiving the monthly 
and semi-annual reports of the ifbrarian.

Total circulation of books, 39,644; mem- 
bership during the month, 20,044; number 
of books im the library, 41,178: books 
mended, 2371; books rebound, 430; dona- 
tions, 111. .

The membership has increased at the rate 

of 399 per month, while the increase for

To there 
cara-hobtere have been circulated 135,993 
books. There have been 11,914 books cir- 
culated to the thirty-three school buildings 
of the city. The month of March shows 
the greatest circulation of books in the 
history of the library. There is an un- 
usual increase in the use of juvenile (de- 
partment) due in great part to the in- 
creased interest in- the school circulation.

Board of Education. 
A VERY TAME AND BUSINESS-LIKE 
SESSION. 


The regular meeting of the Board of 
Education was held last night in the City 
Council chamber. 

Prof. Search presented a report of at- 
tendance in the city schools. The report 
showed that during the month of May 
there were enrolled in the schools 5140 
boys and 5481 girls. In the same month 
last year there were 9020 pupils enrolled, 
a difference of 1601. The average dally 
attendance of pupils during the month of 
was 9578, as against 8292 during 
the same month last year. Thirty-nine 
new pupils were ente during the past 
month, twenty of whom were boys and 
nineteen girls. 

The report of the Building Committee, 
having in cha the selection of sites 
for the new school buildings, was read 
and approved. Bills to the amount of 
$508.97 were approved by the board. 

The question of electing a superintend- 
ent of buildings was discussed. C. H. 
Axtell, the incumbent was nominated, and 
after a short wrangle as to the proper 
method of election the yeas and nays 
were called, the result being the unani- 
mous election of ©. H. Axtell. The nomi- 
nation of C. A. Chariton for deputy build- 
ing superintendent followed, and he re- 
ceived the entire vote of the board for 
the position. The board then adjourned 
to meet next Thursday evening.

E. F. Rico testified to taking the de- 
fendants to the Gity Jail, and asserted 
that the pistols were then with *them, 
thus knocking out the phase of the de- 
fense which rested upon the alleged find- 
ing of the pistols an hour or two after 
the shooting.

Stockholder Against Stockholder. 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION IN THE 
STATE SUPREME COURT. 

In the case of Joseph Brown vs. Samuel 
Merréll et al., the opinion of the Supreme 
Court is as follows: 

“This action is against the defendant, 
Southern California Motor Road , 
A corporation, on a promissory note of the 
company, executed March 4, 1890, end 
against the other defendants as stock- 
holders, for their respective proportions 
of the indebtedness on said note, under 
sec. 322 of the Civil Code. 
ment was given against 
Merrill, the appellant, for $336.35, as ‘this 
portion of said indebtedness according to 
the amount of stock he held in the corpo- 


ration. 

“Appellant claims that respondent cannot 
have the benefit of the statute of this 
State imposing liability on etockholders 


for the corporation’s debts, because he 2 .

based upon the authority of Baily vs. 
Bancker, and other cases to the same ef- 
fect, but the reason for the rule declared 
im those cases is entirely wanting in this 
State, and we think it has no application 
here. In States where those decisions have 
been made the relation of stockholkiers 
inter esse is that of partners, and it is 
thus apparent at a glance that no common 
law action for money owing by the corpo- 
ration would lie by a creditor stockholder 
against other stockholders. In jurisdic- 
thon where the above doctrine has been 
declared, stockholders are severally und 
jointly liable for the debts of the corpora- 
tion, but in this State there is no such lu

PASADENA, June 10.— (Special Corre- 
pondence.)

This was soon dis- 
pposed of, and then the Terminal’s case 
was given a hearimg. Mr. Gibbon, the at- 
torney of the road, made a statement, in 
Substance the same that was given at the 
previous meeting, and related that the road 
was locing large sums of money by being 
compelled to run empty trains in and out 
of Pasadena. He said that one day last 
Week the returns of the road between Pas- 
adena and Los Angeles was $22 for running 
jtwenty-four trains. Trustee Weed, who 
has been absent from Pasadena for the 
pact three months, said that the condition 
of affairs had so materially chamged in that 
time that it was surprising. He expressed 
the utmost pride and satisfaction over the 
success of the electric road. He said that 
the trains of the electric road went in 
nearly empty, only a few heads being vis- 
ible through the windows of the car, and 
those looked like dead-heads.“ He said 
also that he was aware that there was con- 
siderable personal feeling over what the 
Terminal road had done and had not done, 
but public action should not be on 
Private grudges. Looking to the future 


Of Pasadena, it was certain that we should 


need all the transit facilities that we have. 
It is a detriment to our streets that empty 
‘trains should be running over the cross- 
ings, Judge Weed said, and the Terminal 
road having built up a great freight busi- 
mess eshou.d not be crippled in its opera- 
tions here. Mayor Cox said he would be 
perfectly willing that the number of trains 
should be reduced to flve round trips 
daily, if the Terminal road would also 
agree to reduce its round-trip fare to % 
cents, the only sum they are really en- 
titled to charge, according to the terms of 
the franchise. Judge Weed interjected the 
remark to the effect that things are com- 
ing our way now, though the Terminal 
has had the advantage for a long time, 
and the common carriers could afford to be 
liberal, if they expected liberality in re- 

turn.“ . 
Mr. Weight here asked permission to ad- 
dress the Council, and, being recognized 
by the chair, made an eloquent speech rep- 
resenting the sentiments of a large num- 
ber of people in the community. He said 
‘ 1 to amend the franchise bad 


nal road, he would have left it to the 
Council to act as they saw fit, and would 
not have raised a voice in protest, but as 
it purported to come from the people, he 
felt it bis duty to say a word. He was 
squarély opposed to any concessions to the 
road, because instead of trying to meet the 
competition by a reduction of rates, they 
took water at the first signs of a falling 
off in their business.

It had offered 
annual passes to its Councilmen, it ts true, 
but had never kept either to the spirit 
or letter of its franchise. He said — 
ft had violated different provisions of tha 
‘instrument, and continued to do 60 in 
defiance of the Council and public senti- 
ment. The road has never made a con- 
cession, so Mr. Kernaghan declared, and 
seems surprised when some slight reduc- 
tion of fare is asked of them. The Termi- 
mal corporation has proven that it cares 
nothing for its pledged word, Mr Kerna- 
ghan said, and therefore it would be well 
to make them put up a bond to be for- 
felted if they did not do as they agreed 
in this case. 
Mr. Gibbon said calmly that the City 
‘Council had never had the right to make 
the road agree to a certain fare, and d14 
not have it now. Mr. Kernaghan replied 
that then he was in favor of not conceding

‘VERY WUMEROUS.

Sudden Death of a Prominent Resi- 
Reception 


SANTA ANA, June 10.—(Spectal Corre- 
spondence.) This is the time of year that 
venomous snakes are mgst to be dreaded; 
the time that the reptiles leave cheir usual 
haunts in the more seclusive portions of 
the mountains and find their way into the 
lower hills and evea into the higher por- 
tions of the valley. 

Near the mouth of the Gantiago Canyon 
there seems to be a greater number of rat- 
tiers this year than has been known for 
many years past, one farmer having, within 
the past few weeks, killed as many as ten 
of the species if and around a large barley 


field on what is known as the Kiefhaber 
ranch. 


Only a few days ago the largest and fin- 
est specimen of the season was killed after 
his location was ascertained in a rather 
unusual manner. While Mr. Kiefhaber and 
several of the ranch hands were standing 
near the edge of the barley field, just be- 
fore starting a header to work in it, their 
attention was attracted to a spot about 
twenty-five yards over into the fleld by the 
erles of ‘a rabbit. (Hunters who have 
picked up crippled rabbits after they have 
been shot know ‘how pitifully they can and 
do cry.) Upon going into the barley cau- 
tiously in the direction of the noise the 
men soon ascertained the cause of Kk. Be- 
fore them was a huge rattlesnake over six 
feet long, and thicker than a man’s arm, 
rapidly colling itself about a full-grown 
frightened, struggling and crying rabbit. 
But every movement of poor “bunnie’”’ only 
tightened the coils of ite venomous en- 
emy. The life was almost squeezed out of 
the rabbit. when one of the ranch hands 
approached with a pitchfork, and, with a 
well-directed thrust, pierced the head of 
the reptile with one of the tines. His 
snakeship immediately uncoiled, releasing 
the gasping rabbit. which, a few minutes 
later, hopped off into the barley, appar- 
ently not injured more than frightened half 
out of its wite, while the rattler was 
promptly dispatched and the skin removed 
to be tanned for the trade. 

Recently numerous complaints have 
‘been made ct the unusually large number 
of snakes the present seasun in the moun- 
ta'm districts, and campers are therefore 
informed to be om their guard when tra-. 
versing the hills and mountains.

The Celebrated Case Has Come to a 
Close—-A Devoted Husband’s 
Joy — Changing Land- 
marks—Brevi ties. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 10.—(Speciail 
dence.) The celebrated case is 
at an end. Mrs. Barnes is free; her hus- 
band is happy, and but few others care 
for the outcome either way. When the 
news of the attempted polsonlng of S. W. 
Barnes by his wife and her swpposed para- 
mour, Tom Salter, was first given to 
the public there was a general feeling 
against the two and’ if the law had not 
stepped in, lynch law would probably have 
had full sway in disposing of both parties. 
At this time Mrs. Barnes, when first 
placed in jail, felt some remorse for her 
course, and, sending for the District At- 
torney, who took two witnesses with kim. 
abe made a full confession, thinking prob- 
ably that thie would be used against 
Salter and would shield her partially. 

The trial of Salter was taken from these 
courts, as he moved out of their jurisdic- 
tion, going by the ewicide route, and the 
first result was the admitting of Mrs.

The trial had been postponed 
from time to time, the prisoner residing 
at her former home, the husband being 
most devoted to her, believing the only 
cause of trouble was Tom Salter, and the 
case had almost ceased to be of interest 
and the clearing of the prisoner being 
generally thought would be the outcome 
of the case. When the case was called 
there was but little trouble in securing a 
jury, and the case proceeded with Byron 
Waters and EK. E. Rowell for defendant 
and District Attorney Daley, Assistant 
District Attorney Sprecher and Deputy 
District Attorney Ralfe being in attend- 
ance for the prosecution. 

The first point made by the defense 
wag ruling out the forced testimony of 
the husband as to iHicit relations be- 
tween the prisoner and Salter. This was 
followed by an attack upon the confes- 
mon she made when first arrested. The 
fight over this filled the entire forenoon 
today and was a hot one. On opening 
court this afternoon Judge Campbell ruled 
out the confession entirely, and as Salter 
was deag and there were no witnesses 
to prove connection of the prisoner with 
the poisoning, the prosecution threw up 
the case and Mrs. Barnes was egain at 
liberty to the great delight of her devoted 
husband, who has stood by her loyally 
through it all, even in the face of what 
he saw and the confession she made.
